Fermi  is . . . 


Fermi  1$  . . . 

a picture  of  augmentation  in  1983  We  have  grown,  not  only  by 
the  population  explosion  of  both  faculty  and  students,  but  also 
through  a deluge  of  new  books  and  supplies.  Each  department  at 
Fermi  has  expanded  its  curriculum  and  has  added  new  textbooks 
to  increase  the  variety  of  offerings  available  to  all  grade  levels.  In- 
coming teachers  have  initiated  the  new  ninth  grade  curriculum. 


and  are  doing  their  share  of  educating  the  upperclassmen  as  well. 


This  year  at  Fermi  there  were  more  teachers  than  classrooms 
from  which  to  teach.  Due  to  this  situation,  many  teachers  had  to 
adjust  to  "floating”  from  classroom  to  classroom,  with  no 
homebase  from  which  to  work.  Teaching  within  this  framework 
presented  new  challenges.  Organization  became  a key  word; 
frustration  and  fatigue  became  key  problems.  Still  other  teachers 
had  to  "give  up"  their  classrooms  during  their  preparation  periods 
to  make  way  for  the  "floaters."  This  took  away  their  time  to  collect 
their  thoughts,  to  organize  their  classrooms,  and  to  generally 
prepare  for  the  busy  day  ahead.  Some  Department  Heads  had  to 
also  adapt  to  their  new  environments:  their  offices  were  relocated 
so  classroom  space  would  be  available.  Despite  the  many  ad- 
justments inherent  to  those  situations,  the  faculty  readied 
themselves  to  accept  the  challenges  and  to  make  the  best  of  their 
new  surroundings.  The  result  was  a unified  group  with  a common 
goal  Together,  the  faculty  learned  to  be  flexible  and  understanding 
toward  one  another  and  toward  their  teaching  jobs. 

Students  were  also  affected  by  changes  in  Fermi’s  environment. 
When  Fermi  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  day  of  the  1982-1983 
school  year,  returning  students  were  dismayed  to  find  that  their 
favorite  hangouts,  the  alcoves,  no  longer  existed!  These  students 
accepted  the  newly-constructed  storage  rooms  that  took  their 
places.  The  upper  classmen  found  themselves  mixed  with  the 
newcomers  in  many  classes,  and  all  students  learned  to  interact 
with  one  another  constructively  in  an  academic  environment.  The 
crowded  halls  that  posed  a problem  for  all  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  soon  became  more  roomy  as  both  new  teachers  and  new 
students  learned  their  ways  around  the  school. 

These  changes  surprisingly  resulted  in  a smooth  transition  from 
a three  year  high  school  to  a four  year  establishment.  The  positive 
variations  mentioned  are  merely  a few  examples  of  the  alterations 
at  Fermi  High.  But,  because  modifications  were  made,  we  learned  a 
great  deal  about  ourselves  and  about  our  school  as  a whole.  We  did 
add  on  physically,  both  in  supplies  and  population,  but  we  also  built 
closer  relationships  between  all  of  the  inhabitants  at  Fermi.  We 
grew  as  a unit,  and  we  worked  together  at  developing  a high  sense 
of  school  pride.  And,  in  the  end,  overtones  of  confidence,  en- 
couragement, and  reassurance  concerning  our  futures  were  pro- 
jected. The  transitions  that  began  with  an  air  of  uncertainty  are 
now  transformed  into  a success.  The  four  classes  of  Enrico  Fermi 
High  School  in  1983  worked  hard  in  their  first  year  together,  and 
that  work  paid  off  when  they  achieved  their  ultimate  goal:  they 
became  a team.

Picture  the 
juniors  in  conflict  with  the  amazingly 
altered  hallways,  crowded  with  25% 
more  people,  many  of  them  strangers. 
Picture  the  hopes  of  all  students  in 
search  of  a profitable  four  year  educa- 
tion and  the  aspirations  of  students 
gaining  preparation  for  the  future. 

In  the  1982-83  school  year,  each  of 
Fermi’s  four  classes  were  faced  with 


changes  that  challenged  the  patience, 
the  dedication  and  the  flexibility  of  all. 
However,  some  experiences  proved  to 
be  rewarding  for  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  classes.  Never  before  had 
these  two  classes  participated  in 
Homecoming  events.  Through  the  pro- 
duction of  class  floats  each  respective 
class  began  to  understand  what  class 
spirit  was  really  about.  Each  class  was 
introduced  to  the  Student-Faculty- 
Senate,  a much  more  involved  and 
larger  organization  than  the  junior 
high's  Student  Council.  The  Freshman 
sports  teams,  a new  division  of  the 
sport’s  program,  participated  suc- 
cessfully in  their  athletic  events.  Both 
the  freshman  and  the  sophomore 
classes  were  invited  to  take  PSAT's,  to 
join  in  the  many  new  clubs  and  ac- 
tivities at  Fermi,  and  to  attend  the 
Freshman/Sophomore  Welcome 
Dance. 

The  Welcome  Dance  and  the  plan- 
ning of  the  Senior  prom  would  not  have 
taken  place  without  the  Junior  Class. 
The  juniors  were  faced  with  the 
changes  at  Fermi  also,  but  some 


policies  remained  the  same  for  them. 
Only  juniors  were  nominated  as  new 
members  to  the  National  Honor 
Society.  Junior  volunteers  from  the 
Student-Faculty-Senate  helped  clean 
the  school  grounds  in  preparation  for 
the  outdoor  graduation  ceremony. 
Other  juniors  were  selected  as  ushers 
and  usherettes  for  graduation,  an 
event  that  preceeded  their  final  exams 
of  the  school  year.  In  addition  to  these 
exams,  some  college-bound  juniors 
opted  to  take  SAT's;  other  students 
would  return  in  the  fall  to  take  their 
college  boards  or  Achievement  tests  in 
their  senior  year.
